The industry is growing rap­ 
idly in this state. The climatic con­ 
ditions of the state are well adapted 
to tomato growing. 
Probably 
the 
factor which limits the profits most 
is the 
wront 
starting 
of young 
¡plants. 
Seed should be sown in hot­ 
beds about March 1 to 15 and three 
weeks later should, be transplanted. 
Then before outdoor planting the top 
of the hotbed'should be taken off and 
the plants allowed to harden. 
The 
water supply should be cut off just 
before the last transplanting 
and 
wthen they are removed to the field 
the soil should be watered liberally. 
Tomatoes should be transplanted in­ 
to a dry soil. 
The Purdue experi­ 
ment station recommends the appli­ 
cation of 500 pounds of a mixture of 
nitrate of soda, tankage, acid phos­ 
phate and potash to each acre.
